BUT BROTHER PROFESSOR, ANNE FAUSTO-STERLING, ARGUED THAT THE 
POETRY READING DID NOT DISRUPT CASEY’S SPEECH BECAUSE HE HAS ABLE TO 
MAKE ALL HIS POINTS. SHE SAID BROUN APPEARED TO BE PERSECUTING THE 
PROTESTERS FOR THEIR LIBERAL POLITICAL BELIEFS.
